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PREFACE 

More than twenty-five years ago I undertook to trace 
the ancestry of all the persons of the name of Burford of 
whom I might hear, hoping in that way to show a relation- 
ship between all persons of the name residing in this coun- 
try and also if possible to show that they all came originally 
from the town of Burford, England. It soon became evi- 
dent, however, that the task as first planned was practically 
an impossibility, as the family in this country had become 
widely scattered and many valuable records had been lost 
or destroyed. Nevertheless, the information obtained in 
this first attempt proved so interesting and instructive that 
instead of abandoning entirely the proposed genealogy, I 
decided to trace in a direct line the descendants of the two 
cousins, Elijah Hastings Burford and Daniel James Bur- 
ford, who accompanied each other to this country from 
England in 1713 and settled in that part of Virginia now 
known as Amherst County, and from whom most of the 
Burfords in this country are descended. The work thus 
undertaken has been pursued during the intervening years 
and the result of my labors are now presented in permanent 
form. Many difficulties and delays have been encountered, 
some because of failure to receive answers to letters and 
others owing to the fact that occasionally information pre- 
sented conflicted with other data and required careful inves- 
tigation. Hundreds of letters have been written and re- 
ceived and the names and dates here given are correct in so 
far as it has been possible for me to corroborate them.

The fact that my father, Miles Washington Burford, 
and my mother, Nancy Jane Burford, were descendants 
from the two cousins above mentioned, my father from 
Elijah Hastings and my mother from Daniel James, and 
therefore were themselves distant cousins (my father in the 
fourth degree and my mother in the fifth degree from the 
common ancestor), has given me a special interest as well 
as special opportunity in tracing both lines of descent.

LINEAGE ON FATHER'S SIDE. 

Elijah Hastings Burford was born of English, Scotch 
and Welsh ancestry, in the town of Burford, Oxfordshire 
(County) England, February 9th, 1682, and emigrated to 
North America August 3rd, 1713, locating in that portion of 
Virginia now known as Amherst County, where he engaged 
in farming and tobacco planting. On November 10th, 1725, 
he married Mary Jane Hastings, whose parents came to 
America with him. He died in Virginia, January 31st, 
1771. Aged 89 years. 

Daniel James Burford, the eldest child of Elijah Hast- 
ings Burford and Mary Jane Hastings, was born May 4th, 
1729. At the age of 25, and upon his birthday, May 4th, 
1754, he married Polly Ann Jones. They had five sons and 
ond daughter — the latter dying in infancy. The sons were 
named John William, Wyatt, Milton, Daniel and Cary. 
Daniel James Burford died in Amherst County, Virginia, 
June 6th, 1800. Aged 71 years. 

John William Burford, the eldest son of Daniel James 
Burford, was born June 21st, 1756. He enlisted in 1776 
and served in the Revolutionary War for American inde- 
pendence, returning home in 1780, severely wounded. On 
December 12th, 1782, he married Nancy Hastings Burford, 
(a third cousin) granddaughter of Daniel James Burford, 
who came to America with Elijah Hastings Burford, his 
first cousin. John William Burford and his wife Nancy 
had three children, named John, Milton and Elizabeth. On 
July 19th, 1788, John William Burford died in Virginia 
from the effects of his army service and wound. 

Wyatt Burford, born October 1st, 1759, married, late 
in life, Prudence Smith. Their only child was a daughter,

born July 4th, 1807. She married Harry L. Burford (her 
third cousin) June 6th, 1830, and later moved to Illinois, 
where, in 1900, she was enjoying fair health for her age, 
she being then in her 94th year. Wyatt remained in Vir- 
ginia when his three younger brothers moved to Kentucky. 

Milton, Daniel and Cary Burford, the three younger 
sons of Daniel James Burford, together with Nancy Hast- 
ings Burford, the widow of their brother John William 
Burford, and her three children, joined with many others 
in the fall of 1788 in removing to Mercer County, Ken- 
tucky, and settling near Ft. Harrod, now Harrodsburg. 

Milton Burford later moved to Louisville, Kentucky, 
where he engaged in the business of shipping provisions 
and produce by flatboat to New Orleans and other towns 
along the Mississippi River. He married, lived many 
years, and died leaving a widow, two daughters and one 
son. The son, Cary, was born in 1806, moved to Corydon, 
Harrison County, Indiana, where he married. In 1854 he 
moved his family to Farmer City, Illinois, where he died 
in 1879, aged 73 years. 

Cary Burford, the youngest son of Daniel James Bur- 
ford, after remaining some time in Kentucky, removed to 
Tennessee, where he married. His descendants are living 
throughout the South. 

Daniel Burford, the fourth son of Daniel James and 
Polly Ann Jones Burford, was born in Amherst County, 
Virginia, March 11th, 1767. (The County was named after 
the first Crown Governor Jeffrey Amherst.) As already 
stated Daniel Burford, together with two of his brothers, 
Milton and Cary, and his widowed sister-in-law, moved to 
Ft. Harrod, Kentucky, in the fall of 1788. He later settled 
on the Rainey farm in Shaker Bend of the Kentucky River, 
Mercer County, Kentucky. On September 1st, 1794, he 
married Amy Noel. They had ten children, named John 
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Burpord Genealogy. 11 

Noel, William Daniel, Elijah Harrison, Thomas Marion, 
Miles Washington, Sally, Polly, James Monroe, Miranda 
and Amanda. Daniel Burford in company with his sons 
John Noel, William Daniel, James Monroe, and daughters 
Sally, Miranda and Amanda, moved to Parke County, Indi- 
ana, entering and purchasing enough land to give each one 
a farm. All of his children who went to Indiana with him 
married in Parke County, except William Daniel, who mar- 
ried in Washington County, and Sally, who married in 
Mercer County, Kentucky, before going to Indiana. 
Daniel Burford for many years spent his time with 
his children in Kentucky and Indiana. His wife, Amy Noel 
Burford, died November 23d, 1850, at the residence of 
their son, Elijah Harrison Burford, in Harrodsburg, while 
Daniel was in Parke County, Indiana. Amy was buried in 
the Noel lot on the farm formerly owned by her father, 
John Barnard Noel, and later by her son, Thomas Marion 
Burford, across the Lexington road from the Eainey 
farm, where their ten children were born and raised, 
until grown, except Polly, who died there in her sixteenth 
year. Daniel Burford died August 29th, 1853, and was 
burried the following day at Harrodsburg Spring Hill 
Cemetery, from the residence of his son Thomas Marion 
Burford of Harrodsburg. He was 86 years old at the 
time of his death, and eight of his ten children survived 
him.

Miles Washington Burford was born and raised on the 
Rainey Farm, Shaker Bend of the Kentucky River. When 
grown to manhood he engaged in merchandising at Har- 
rodsburg, Kentucky, until the spring of 1839, when he dis- 
posed of his storeroom and stock, married his second wife 
Nancy Jane Burford and located at Independence, Mis- 
souri, as merchant and banker from 1839 to 1871. He then 
removed to Indianapolis, Ind., where he had been a special 
partner in a stationery, blank book and printing establish- 
ment but from which he had retired in 1870, his son William 
B. Burford succeeding to his interest. 

Elisha Spruille Burford was born May 4th, 1837, at Har- 
rodsburg, Mercer County, Ky. His parents moved to Inde- 
pendence, Jackson County, Mo., in June, 1839, where he 
spent his boyhood. He attended school at Chapel Hill in 
Lafayette County, Mo., also the John 0. Buchanan school 
at Independence, and was graduated from St. Charles Col- 
lege at St. Charles, Mo., near St. Louis in 1858. In the 
spring of 1859 he went to Corpus Christi, Texas, and read 
law in the office of Mr. Vinyard, formerly of Missouri. In 
1860 he went to New Orleans, as correspondent of the Gal- 
veston News and teacher in the high school. In April, 1861, 
he enlisted in the 5th Louisiana Confederate Volunteers 
(Black Horse Cavalry), and later transferred to the Treas- 
ury Department at Richmond, Va., under General John C. 
Breckenridge, until he recovered from the effects of the se- 
vere campaign under General Hill. He re-entered the army 
at Corinth in the First Alabama Cavalry and was promoted 
to the staff of Major-General Joseph Wheeler as Assistant 
Adjutant-General with the rank of Major, serving through 
all the campaigns and battles in Tennessee and Georgia, be- 
ing wounded at Murfreesboro, Sweetwater, Tenn., and 
Perryville, Ky. He also served with the same rank on the 
staffs of General Leonidas (Bishop) Polk (was at his side 
when the Bishop was killed), and General Beauregard. In 
April, 1865, and 1866, he was engaged in cotton planting at 
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Forest Home Plantation, Washington County, Miss. Was 
Superintendent of the New Orleans High School in 1867. 
Was ordained to the ministry on (Sexagesima Sunday) 
February 9th, 1868, at New Orleans, by Rt. Rev. J. P. B. 
Wilmer, Bishop of Louisiana, and became Rector of Holy 
Innocents Church, Evansville, Ind., until April 19th, 1870. 
Rector of St. James Church, Alexandria, La., from April 
21st, 1870, to May 22d, 1872. Rector of Calvary Church, 
New Orleans, La., from May 23d, 1872, to March 9th, 1877. 
Rector of St. Luke's Church, Jamestown, N. Y., from May 
11th, 1877, to November 28th, 1880. Rector of St. Mark's 
Church, Grand Rapids, Michigan, from November 29th, 
1880, to January 26th, 1886. Rector of St. Timothy's 
Church, New York, N. Y., from January 27th, 1886, to April 
28th, 1887. Rector of Calvary Church, Memphis, Tenn., 
from May 8th, 1887, to October 22d, 1891. Rector of the 
Church of Intercession, New York, N. Y., from October 
24th, 1891, to April 15, 1894. Died April 15th, 1894, 2 :30 a. 
m. Services at Church of Intercession, Wednesday, April 
18th, 1894, and body on same date committed to receiving 
vault in Trinity Cemetery, Broadway and 155th street, New 
York City. Body interred in Woodlawn Cemetery, Wood- 
lawn, New York City, September 9th, 1894, where it now 
lies. Mr. Burford was twice married, first to Miss Rosan- 
nah M. Pettit of Magnolia Plantation, nine miles from 
Vicksburg,. Miss., November 13th, 1862. Second, to Mrs. 
Josephine Finley Hynson of St. Louis, Mo., October 29th, 
1873. There was three children by first, and two by second 
marriage.

Daniel James Burford, of English, Scotch and Welsh 
ancestry, born at Burford, Oxfordshire, England, April 
21st, 1684, came to America August 3rd, 1713, with his first 
cousin, Elijah Hastings Burford, locating in Virginia, now 
Amherst County. He later engaged in farming and tobacco 
planting with Elijah Hastings Burford. On March 5th, 
1729, he married Martha Jane Morley (Welsh). They had 
nine children born to them. Their first child, Daniel Elijah 
Burford, was born May 1st, 1731, and married Nancy Jane 
Brown, February 12th, 1757. 

Nancy Hastings Burford, the granddaughter of Daniel 
James and Martha Jane Morley Burford, was born in Vir- 
ginia, September 28th, 1760, and married her third cousin, 
John William Burford, a grandson of Elijah Hastings 
Burford, December 12th, 1782. (John William, her 
husband, was born June 21st, 1756, enlisted in 1776, 
and served in the Revolutionary War, returning home 
in 1780, severely wounded.) They had three children, 
John, Milton, and Elizabeth. John William died January 
19th, 1788, from the effects of his army service and wound. 
The widow, Nancy Hastings Burf ord-Burford and her three 
children and John William's brothers, Daniel, Milton and 
Cary Burford, with many other persons, in the fall of 1788 
moved to Ft. Harrod, now Harrodsburg, Mercer County, 
Kentucky. (See above, page 9.) Later in life she married 
her second husband, William Haggerty, a soldier of the Rev- 
olution, with a pension. Owing to his opposition to slavery 
in Kentucky, they moved, in 1805, with her son Milton and 
daughter Elizabeth to Corydon, then the capital of Indiana 
Territory, now the county seat of Harrison County, Indiana.

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(Indiana was admitted as a State December 11th, 1816.) 
They lived there many years, afterward removing to Spring- 
ville, Lawrence County, Indiana, where she and her hus- 
band are buried. She died in 1846, aged 86, leaving three 
children by her first marriage, John, Milton and Elizabeth, 
and four daughters by her second marriage, Sally, Mary 
Ann, Nancy and Lucinda Haggerty. William Haggerty, 
the husband, died in his 78th year, in 1833. 

John Burford, the eldest child of John William and 
Nancy Hastings Burford-Burford, was born November 
23rd, 1785, in Virginia. He married Frances Jane Brown, 
April 17th, 1806, in Mercer County, Kentucky. (Frances 
Jane Brown was born in Virginia, September 17th, 1785. 
Her parents had moved to Kentucky with John's mother, 
Nancy, and many others, in the fall of 1788.) They had 
eleven children, named Willis, William Carmichael, Jack- 
son, Jeremiah, Lucinda, Nancy Jane, John Adair, Martha, 
Thomas, James Cardwell and Jefferson. John Burford 
died in November, 1855, aged 70 years, and was survived 
by eight of his children. Frances Jane Brown Burford, 
his wife, died September 16th, 1858, aged 73 years. (See 
below, list of descendants.) 

Milton Burford, the second son of John William and 
Nancy Hastings Burford-Burford, never married. He died 
in 1854, aged 67 years, and was buried beside his mother 
at Springville, Lawrence County, Indiana. 

Elizabeth Burford, the daughter of John William and 
Nancy Hastings Burford-Burford, married Samuel Wolfe 
at Corydon, Harrison County, Indiana, and lived in Harri- 
son County many years, dying there, leaving six children. 
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Descendants of John Burford and Frances Jane Brown. 

1. Willis Burford, born August 8th, 1808, in Mercer 
County, Kentucky. Married Julia Franklin Forsythe, Oc- 
tober 21st, 1830, in Mercer County. Died December 14th, 
1880, at Kingsville, Missouri. Is buried there. Six chil- 
dren. Farmer and dealer in live stock. 

2. Major William Carmichael Burford, born May 
9th, 1810, in Mercer County, Kentucky. Married Denisa 
S. McMurtry, December 12th, 1833, in Mercer County, 
and in the same year moved to Monroe County, Missouri. 
In the year 1840 moved to Cass County, Missouri, settling 
on a farm four miles from Harrisonville, the county seat. 
Died August 26th, 1879, at Harrisonville. Buried at the 
Burford Cemetery on the Burford Farm. Four children. 
Farmer and dealer in live stock. 

3. Jackson Burford, born June 11th, 1813, in Mercer 
County, Kentucky. Died there in year 1815. Burial at 
New Providence Cemetery. 

4. Jeremiah B. Burford, born November 17th, 1815, 
in Mercer County, Kentucky. Died at Sibley's Landing, 
Missouri, March 7th, 1845. Buried on the Burford lot at 
Independence, Jackson County, Missouri, March 8th. 
Single. Merchandising. 

5. Lucinda Burford, born August 20th, 1817, in Mer- 
cer County, Kentucky. Married Joseph Madison Van Ars- 
dale, September 4th, 1834, in Mercer County. Died Feb- 
ruary 12th, 1875, at Carlinsville, Illinois. Husband a 
farmer. Ten children. 

6. Nancy Jane Burford, born September 28th, 1819, 
in Mercer County, Kentucky. Married Miles Washington 
Burford, June 1st, 1839, near Paris, Monroe County, Mis- 
souri, while visiting her brother Willis. He was fourth and 
she was fifth cousin from Elijah Hastings and Daniel James 
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Burford who migrated to Virginia in i?13. Miles and 
Nancy located at Independence, Missouri, in June, 1839, 
where he had established a general merchandising business 
early in the spring and lived there until they moved to In- 
dianapolis in October, 1871. Miles died April 2nd, 1877. 
Nancy died April 19th, 1895. Buried at Crown Hill Ceme- 
tery on the Burford family lot. Five children. 

7. Dr. John Adair Burford, born January 2nd, 1821, in 
Mercer County, Kentucky. Married Mrs. Mary A. Wallace 
White, July 16th, 1849, at Bowling Green, Warren County, 
Kentucky. Mary died at River View, near Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, August 5th, 1904. She was born October 10th, 1823, 
at Smith's Grove, near Bowling Green, Warren County, 
Kentucky. Dr. John Adair Burford died in his 92nd year at 
1614 West Walnut Street, Louisville, Kentucky, February 
22nd, 1912, 3:30 p. m., from the effects of a fall on the ice 
and shock to his system. Seven children. Physician, farm- 
er and stock trader. 

8. Martha Ann Burford, born February 12th, 1822, in 
Mercer County, Kentucky. Married Napoleon B. Hudson, 
December 18th, 1845, in Mercer County. Died at the old 
Home Farm where she was raised, April 27th, 1906.
